The result is that the outside 
world is more or less in the dark 
regarding events in those countries 


from which the ‘Germians have. 


been driven by the advancing 
Russians. Even the Americans 
have been unable, so far, to 
pierce the veil of secrecy that 
has been drawn across the scene 
by the Soviet Generals; and 
consequently Russia’s allies must 
depend largely on rumour. 
Rumania is a case in point. 
Although the British Foreign 
Secretary made a short statement 
in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday, nobody knows pre- 
cisely what is happening in 
that distracted country. What is 
certain is that the former 
Premier, General Radescu, who 
led a democratic coalition, has 
been dismissed from office, and 
has taken refuge in the British 
Legation, having been in fear of 
his life. It appears that the 
Russians, who are in occupation 
of Rumania, which, in Mr. 
Eden’s words, is a “back area” 
of the Red Army in its struggle 
against the Germans in Hun- 
gary, took the view that. General 
Radescu and his colleagues were 
not sufficiently active in their 
“purge” of those elements. in 
Rumania that had been col- 
laborating with the Germans. 
Be that as it may, General 
Radescu obviously became 
persona non grata to the Soviets. 
There were ugly scenes of 
vidlence in the streets of 
Bucharest and other Rumanian 
cities; the General retired—while 
the retiring was good—and a new 
Government has been formed 
under Russian auspices. 
Rumania’s latest Premier, whose 
appointment has been approved 
by King Michael, is one Dr. 
Groza, described as leader of the 
Ploughmen’s Party. Just what this 
party is we do not pretend to 
know. Doubtless, its members 
are not exclusively ploughmen; 
but it obviously draws its support 
from the extreme Left. So far as 
can be gathered at the moment, 
Dr. Groza has included in his 
Cabinet representatives of the 
Social Democrats as well as of 
the Communists. It also includes 
non-party members; but the mere 
fact that it has the unstinted 
approval of the occupying 
authority indicates fairly clearly 
that its views and its general 
policy are in accord ‘with those 
of Moscow. It can be argued, of 
course, that since Rumania lies 
athwart one of Russia’s principal 
lines of communication, the Red 
Army’s leaders are entitled under 
the stress of war to ensure that 
its Government shall be in the 
fullest possible sympathy with the 
Soviet’s aims. Nevertheless, the 
fact that General Radescu has 
sought sanctuary under the British 
flag has sinister implications. Mr. 
Eden’s statement in Parliament 
has done little to allay the mis- 
givings that have been caused in 
Great Britain as well as in the 
United States. The Russians are 
following a policy of naked 
realism. They claim for them-

Professor, Michael Tierney, in 
the current issue of the -Jrish 
Ecclesiastical Record, takes 
the question of the value in 
rclassical education of prose and 
verse composition. It is not 
without danger that anybody 
attacks thosé twin pillars of the 
classical curriculum; For genera- 
tions, uhwilling schoolboys have 
striven to turn Gibbon or Burke 
into Latin prose, or to render into 
Greek iambics speeches from 


esse a part of every examina- 
tion, and has occupied much time 
in every school; for the theory 
of the traditionalist is that 
nobody can pretend to know 
Latin or Greek until he can 
write, correctly if not gracefully, 
in both tongues. Professor 
Tierney is not the first to assail 
this view, but he still must incur 
the odium of heresy. “The true 
purpose of the study of Greek 
and Latin in the secondary 
school,” he writes, “is not the 
acquisition of a knowledge of 
Greek and Latin grammar, nor of 
the capacity to write Greek or 
Latin prose or verse. It is the 
acquisition of the power to read 
with ease and understanding the 
masterpieces of Greek and Latin 
literature.” Therefore, the time 
and energy of the student would 
be better spent upon learning to 
read the classics freely, and to 
appreciate their literary merit, than 
upon fruitless endeavours to re- 
produce their linguistic peculiari- 
ties. With the modern languages 
—here we may not be quite in 
agreement with Dr. Tierney—the 
case is different; one must try to 
prepare the student for contact 
with the living people, as well as 
with their literature. There is very 
little chance, however, that the 
average student ever will require 
to speak or to write in Latin or 
Greek; and it is pointless to base 
his education upon the practice 
of three centuries ago, when 
“Latin was still the..common 
language of all educated 
Europeans.” It may be possible 
to argue that a man cannot be a 
classical scholar unless he is able 
to write prose and verse—though 
some distinguished men might be 
disqualified on the latter count; 
but our secondary schools turn 
out fifty ordinary citizens to 
every one scholar, and it is 
absurd that the one should 
dictate the education of the fifty. 
In this, as in many other matters, 
an entirely new view of education 
seems to be wanted.
